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Joe McMahon has worked in decision-making and conflict management/resolution since 1991, 
and served as a legal counselor/trial lawyer in the preceding thirteen years. In conflict 
management and resolution, he has been a mediator, facilitator, settlement consultant, arbitrator, 
lecturer and trainer. Joe’s special interests in conflict management and resolution are (1) 
improving communication, (2) ensuring that the power of resolution remains with the parties, (3) 
developing better resolution options, (4) using analytic approaches to facilitation and (5) the 
avoidance of decision-making errors.
